A back Injury forced him 
to give up this work. In 1935 
he began his service to the town 
of Bethel as Chairman of the 
Board of Selectmen. Mr. Bis- 
bee held this position until 1954 
when his health forced him to 
relinquish all public duties, in- 
cluding his 'position as Trustee 
of the Bethel Savings Bank. In 
his term as 1st selectman, Mr. 
Bi.dbee saw many advances in 
Bethel. In 1935 the W. P. A. 
projects were begun. Bethel be- 
ing the second in the state to 
put this into effect. Under this 
most of the roads surrounding 
Bethel were markedly improv- 
ed. He also saw the Fire De- 
partment change from hand 
equipment to mechanized equip- 
ment 

When asked his views on the 


1 fr>wn manager fr*ne of control, 
Mr. Bisbee stated he had no cri- 
I ticisms of this, although he has 
1 always felt that Bethel is not 
large enough to support this 
tyne of town government 
Parallel to the growth of Bath- 
el is the growth of Gould Acad- 
emy, which, when Mr. Bisbee 
attended, consisted of one ad- 
ministration building. In his 
senior year, the original Holden 
Hall was purchased and used 
for the first time. 

In his youth. Mr. Bisbee was 
very active, his hobbies being 
fishing, hunting and mountain 
climbing. He has "hiked” the 
Presidential Range several times 
In addition to the mountains 
| around Bethel. 

In spite of his civic duties, Mr. 
Bisbee found time for the Ma- 
sonic Lodge. He is a Past Mas- 
ter of Bethel Masonic Lodge 
No. 97, Past D. D. G. Master 
of Masonic District 16. and was 
Patron of Purity Chapter No. 
102 for five years. 

• To Bethel and all those who 
know him, Mr. Bisbee has cer- 
tainly been a great friend and 
servant for any worthy cause, 
and we are honored to include

A Tribute 


When a man has given thirty-four years of his life to 
one institution, as Clayton F. Possett has given to Gould 
Academy, his departure can only be felt with a deep sense 
of loss, a withdrawal from the sum total of the manpower 
of the school of a richness of sympathy for every student 
whom he contacted, a weakening of the bonds of memory 
which tied “Clayt” to so many changes occurring here on 
the campus during his more than three decades of conscien- 
tious service. 

“Clayt” played many parts at Gould; he had coached 
baseball and basketball in the early twenties; in these two 
sports he had seen his son Paul win his letter, a matter of 
quiet pride for his dad; he had changed over from instruc- 
ing in manual training to the field of English, where his 
delight in the works of Kenneth Roberts, among others, in- 
fluenced hundreds of students to become acquainted with the 
rugged historical talcs of that adopted son of Maine; a few 
years ago, as coach of cross country, he saw his Gould team 
gallop across hill and dale to a State championship, a crown- 
ing laurel for his work in the athletic life of the school. As 
advisor to the “Herald,” be saw many issues thru the press. 

Those arc the bare facts of his many years at Gould. 
But they merely hint at the spirit of this man whom at least 
two generations of Gould boys and girls grew to admire and 
to love. The quick clearing of the throat, the serious face 
which could lighten up with the sunniest of smiles, tho de- 
precatory chuckle as he uttered a Fossettian witticism, and 
above all the earnestness with which he listened to every 
students problems and the “lift” derived from his good 
counsel comprise a few of the traits which lie at the ba8e of 
•Clayt *s character and personality. Ah, yes, and how the 
lightning could flash and the thunder roll if need be, as any 
“wise guy” could tell you, if he once imposed on Clayt *s 
good nature ! 

And so we here at Gould, all of us, trustees, faculty, 
students, personnel, wish him and his wife Gertrude many, 
many years of pleasant living in his beloved Damariscotta, 
right next door to that king of raconteurs and prince of good 
fellows, Bob Clunie, still another Gould teacher whose mem- 
ory will linger for a long, long time in our hearts. We have 
many flue buildings on solid foundations on our campus — 
but none on more sound foundation than that built into the 
lives of hundreds of young Americans by a man such as 
Clayt Fossett, teacher and friend.
